A remarkable development from 
the wreck of 101 near Central City 
Sunday afternoon occ u rred last 
Ti'esi!:!y :if nooT'. v.-- bulletined In 
the Tuesday issue of the Argus, 
when Benjamin Avery, the fifteen- 
year-old .-^on of .Sam Avery, admit- 
ted that he put a spik,' on the vzW 
af ihe Frost cur. ■ and tt:eiked the 
fast passenger train. The confes- 
sion relieved a tense situation here, 
aa the apike which caused the wreck 
had been fonad and toaocent men 
were under suspicion.-. 

The rtltchinir of 101 on the sharp 
curvi' a: I'v ]■'.'. Frost oarn. near 
Nelson, was de.^c ril>e,I in 'letail In 
Tuesday".! Art;t;s. !' '.iil 'i- I'-call- 
ed that two trainmen were hurt and 
scores of paaaeagers had very nar- 
row escapes from death. It was also 
mentioned that aeveral boys living 
near the scene sat en a roid scrap'^r 
at the crossins; and aaw the wreck. 
This fact hrou rh' about the dtacov- 
ery of its cause. 

Superlnteniienf Haldwin and the 
other 1. C. officials spent all day 
Monday looking for the canse of the 
wreck without aneeess. They exam- 
ined all of the whee le . trucks, and 
equipment without detectlne; any 
condition which mlRht have brouRht 
about the disaster. But tinally the, 
found the imprint of some hard ob- 
ject on the rails at the point where 
the wheels first left the track, ai)d 
a aearch< waa begna tor the hard 
object. . The ,aearch aeemed la vain 
for a tittie., but finally a freshly 
mashed and battered spike was 
pU'ked up in some weeds about 
tweiit.\ feer from file track, and in 
a position which, made it seem posi- 
tive that it was the meaaa of dolag 
the d^^ihde; 

WMi .the diaeovenr of the ^e. 
the .next thing to locate iwaa the 
person who put It on the track, and 
the in'luiry turned alonK that line. 
Two or three perfectly innocent 
parties were at o'lce snspecteci anA 
shadowed. In the meantime the 
men working on the wreck began | 
queetloatag farmers and othera liv- 
ing neaf the scene, aa to aay aus-- 
piclous looking characters being In 
the vicinity. No clues were ob- 
tained and the mystery of an at- 
tempt to wreck a train In broad 
/layllght, so soon after 102 had 
passed, and in a thickly settled 
neighborhood, became deeper. 

The fact was reported that Bea- 
Jamta Avery aad two or three oth- 
er bo\ s were sitting on a road 
scraper near the scene of the wreck 
when the train went Into the ilitrli 
These boys were questioned, and 
Avery talked too muc'i. He finally 
said that he saw somebody else put 
the spike oa the traek. Tbea he 
admitted that he put It there him- 
self and had b«>en afraid to aay ao. 

He declared that h,- did not mean to 
do any harm. Int just wanted to 
see what the train would <!o to Ihe 
spike. It seems that he uid or her 

boys had been in the hahii of put- 
ting nalla oa tbe track, and making 
scissors by eraastas them.

BUtMnanU to the effect that tbe 
Court of Appeftli hm l«ioeke4 a 
koto la the Webb Bill, or prMUe«l- 
tf deetroyed It, are eommon In the 

newBpapfrs over the State. There 
»eem» to lie a popular misunder- 
Btatullnt; of the provisions of the 
bin. Stripped of circumlocution, its 
provlglons are as follows ; 

"That the •btpmoitt * * * of In- 
toxicatlBg liquor • • • from one 
•Ute • * • Into any other State 
• • • which la Intended by any per- 
MB interested thorrln to be receiv- 
ed, possessed, sold or in any man- 
ner used, either in the original 
packing of otherwise in violation of 
any law of auch State * * * la here- 
by prohibited." 

The act does not prohibit, aa 
■eema generally supposed, all ahlp^ 
mentfl of InioxIcatiiiM; liquor from 
one State into another, lull it mere- 
ly pioliiljjis a shii)ment which is in- 
tended by any person intcrestf'd 
therein to be received, posseaaed, 
■bid or need In Tiolatlon of the law 
of the Bute. 

Mr. Webb, ttao author of the bill 
haa stated ita purpose. 

This bill has been crlti<'ized by 
some of our leiiipcraiice friends, tii'- 
rauHe it docs not undertake to pro- 
hibit the shipment of whiakey for 
Individual use. 

"Aa Ions aa the Sapreme Court 
holds that liquor la a legitimate 
subjert of commerce, as lonR as 
men have an ai)petife for li<|uor, 
and a.s long as thw Stiitw ituu net 
prohibit the drlnkinn of whiskey, I 
do not think a law will be passed 
prohibiting tbe ablpment of whia- 1 
i'^y for a maa'a own pertoaal nee. 
'"he bin doea not in anywlae af- 
fect the right of a man to buy whis- 
key for his personal upe," says Mr. 
"Vebb. 

Senator Kenyon. woh fathered 
the bill In the Senate said: 

"Th4a bill, if enacted, would not 
bo a law to brins about prohibi- 
tion. It would not be a law. to atop 
peraonal nae of Intoxicating li<|uorB, 
nor to prohibit the e-hipment of In- 
toxicating liquors for pi rsoiuil use, 
or to stop the use of intoxicating li- 
quors fur sacramental purposes. 

"There is no practical trouble 
with the peraonal ute qneatloB. 
There la no attempt oa tko part 
of anybody to eonatruct' a law that 
shall prevent personal use or pre- 
vent shipintMit for personal uae, 
and this bill dotti not do so." 

The Kcv. K. (". Uinwiddie. the 
WashiTiKton representative of the 
Anti-Saloon Leacae, aald thia of 
tbe bill: . 

"Thia bill of itself iatarteres 
%ith no man's rights to Import In- 
toxIcatlnK liquors for the purpoae 
of personal consumption. 

"A man can have liquor shipped 
in and delivered at bis realdeaee 
,for hia own peraonal uao." 

Tko deelalon of the Court of Ap- 
peals was readarod la a ease where 
It fwas agreed as a fact that the 
whiskey was shipped to a cotisiKn- 
ee to be sold or used in violation of 
law of the State. The Court of Ap- 
peals did not knock a hole in the 
Webb bill, but It simply construed 
the bill as It waa construed by Its 
autkor aad tko Waaklagtoa repre- 
■oatatlva of tkaAntl-Salooa League. 
The State of Kentucky has never 
passed a statute niakiiiK It unlaw- 
ful to receive or have in potsses- 
Kion intoxicatiiiK li<|uor for one's 
own use. [Slate Journal.

'Resolved. That we at once lake 
proper steps to aid the local asso- 
ciaiimis, or interested individuals, 
in such counties as Daviess. Hender- 
son, Mason, Fayette, or others that 
may develop, to bring about the de- 
sired rMult; that Ih Kantoa' eonnty, 
where the preliminary steps have 
already been taken, we furnish such 
aid as s« > nis advisable and is local- 
ly desired: that the aid niav lake i 
the forni ef a tent and exliihit sent { 
for the local fair, and an organizer | 
to take Charge of a publicity cam- 
paign, a nune, funds for printed 
matter, and other necessary ex- 
penses."

Second- I'aii ili' (ifflcers ef an 
electifin deliver a Democratic liallot 
to a known Republican? 

Answering this question, I beg to 
advlsa you that ao voter haa a right 
to vote aay ticket or for aay candi- 
dates except for the candidates of 
the party to which he belongs. T'l' 
officers of an election should not de- 
liver f>. Demncratlc ballot ; to a 
known Repu'dican. 

Third — When a Democrat pr"- 
senta himself to vote and is chal- 
lenged, what election officer deter- 
mines his eligibility? 

Replying to this question, I her; 
to advise yo'.i that Iiis right to v.iie 
would be (leierniined by the mil 
Hoard of ineiijon officers eyai ' m 
tlie same manner as the right of a 
man to vote Is determiaad in the 
general election.
